B.— CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 



Adopted in 1869, modified in 1875, and adopted at each session since. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 111 ., 
but may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Con- 
ference stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to 
religious services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one Committee 
at the same time. 

0 . All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced 
to writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, 
or stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but 
any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action 
or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consider- 

ation has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless 
one of the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are placed, viz.: Indefinite postponement, Ij’ing on the table, 

reference to a Committee, po.stponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, 
to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or dis- 
respectful language; but any member may call the attention of the President to 
the subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may 
explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to 
the Conference, he shall ris(‘ from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person 
speak more than, once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the ijrevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within 
the bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except 
by leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 
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14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is 
juit shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval 
of Conference, except with the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the 
joumal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, ami shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Con- 
ference until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or 
otherwise, ten days in advance, if practicable, so the accused may have an oppor- 
tunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, 
it shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom object ions* are to 
be made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous 
(jiiestion on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution 
to the table.]

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TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Afternoon Session. Bishop Henderson announced Hymn 461 in opening the 
afternoon session. Julian S. West led in prayer. Hymn 490 was sung. Tlie 
Bishop introduced M. S. Rice, who addressed the Conference. Quoting four passag(;s 
of Scripture: “Preach unto us smooth things,” “Preach the word,” “If the trumpet 

give an uncertain sound, who shall prepare himself for the battle,” and “He dn'w 
them with the cords of a man,” as a basis of thought, he empiasized in a most 
thrilling manner the importance of Preaching the Word. Hymn 222, “Jesus the 
Name High over all” was sung. 

Bishop Edwin H. Hughes followed with a continuation of the thought of his 
morning address, reflected upon the lack of character in modern hymnology^, and 
made an appeal for a return to the hymns which made Methodism famous and in the 
melody of which our fathers went home to God. He announced and the Conference 
sang heartily Hymn 259. The Bishop then preached from the text Job 42:10.” 
The Lord turned the captivity of Job when he prayed for his friends. Howard A. 
Field led in prayer. Bishop Hughes, in closing, called on us to sing the old Moody 
and Sankey Hymn, “For you I am praying” while we thought of our Church people 
and families. 

Evening Session. The evening session was the climax of a great day. Bishop 
Henderson and Hughes presided. From many hearts came expression of the in- 
fluence and blessing of the spiritual uplift and vision of the hours of retreat with the 
Holy Spirit. Bishop Hughes led us into a very tender consciousness of the presence 
of our Lord as we recieved the bread and wine of the Sacremental Feast. The 
Bishops were assisted in the Administration by the District Superintendents and 
the Pastor of the Church. Bishop Hughes closed this “Upper room in Jerusa- 
lem” experience with the Benediction. 



SECOND DAY. 

Wednesday Morning, September 17, 1919. 

Opening. Bishop Henderson announced Hymn No. 545 and immediately 
followed with a call for the Battle Hymn No. 409, which was sung with spirit by the 
Conference. W. G. Nixon led in prayer. After singing Hymn No. 481, the doors 
were closed and Bishoj) Hughes addressed the Conference, basing his thought upon 
a selection from John’s Gospel, 14th Chapter, in the discussion of the theme, “The 
historic, pro})hctic, and present eoming of Christ with special consideration of the 
l>resent coming of our Lord.” “Pass me not, O gentle Savior,” was sung, and Guy 
V. HoAvard led in jirayer. 

Journal Approved. The Journal of Tuesday’s session was read and approved. 

Program Adopted. The Printed Program was adopted as the official program. 

Memorial Service. The memorial service for decea.sed ministers and wives of 
ministers, being the order of the day, Ru.ssell H. Bready, C’hairman of the Com- 
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niittee on Memoirs, was called to the chair and assisted by Seth Reed and Joseph 
Dutton, conducted the service. Mrs. D. M. Christian and Mrs. Lillian Vogel 
Harding graciously contributed vocal music. Hymn No. 593 was sung and the 
Conference stood reverently while the names of the following deceased ministers 
and wives were called : George F. Thurston, John Wright, Samuel Jennings, Charles 
B. Clark, Matthew C. Hawks, Mrs. Grace Eliza Oliver, Mrs. Candace Benson, 
Mrs. Ruth Lillian Strieker, Mrs. Mary E. Donnelly, Mrs. Lucy Bourns, Mrs. Violet 
Ann Simons, Mrs. W. E. Bigelow, and Mrs. John W. Campbell. The memorial 
.sermon was preached by Wm. Ward from a part of Heb. 11:38, “Of whom the world 
was not worthy.’' The Chas. Wesley Club sang and the service concluded with the 
recital of the Apostles Creed. 

Committee on Conference Claimant Work. On motion of Wm. Ward, a 
Committee was named consisting of J. E. Mealley, W. J. Cain, George Elliott, 
M. S. Rice, and C. L. Adams to take into consideration the resolution adopted at 
Columbus, last July, bearing upon the better providing for and better administration 
of the funds of the Conference Claimants, looking to General Conference action. 

Christian Advocate Report. Frank E. Fitchett made a report for the Michigan 
Christian Advocate including the offer of the stockholders to give the paper to the 
Detroit and Michigan Conferences. A committee of six, one from each District was 
requested to consider the proposition. On motion of J. E. Jacklin the District 
Superintendents named H. A. Field, D. H. Glass, A. W. Stalker, Jas. Chapman, 
O. T. Olson, and E. P. Bennett. 

Resolution Limiting Time of Payments to Treasurer. On motion of King D. 
Beach, the following resolution, signed by H. Felton, Auditor, and F. M. Purdy, 
Treasurer, was adojded: 

Whereas, The practice of paying money to the Conference Treasurer too late 
for insertion in his report and in the minutes is unfair, to the Treasurer, and against 
the best interests of the Conference as a whole; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That beginning with this Conference session, no 
money paid after Friday noon shall be included in the Treasurer’s report; nor 
credit given for same in the Conference minutes. 

Superintendents’ Reports Made Order of the Day. The Composite Report of 
the Superintendents was made the order of the day Thursday at 10 o’clock. 

Statistician Elected. Earl R. Rice was elected StatLstician in place of L. F. 
Rayfield detained from .seat of Conference. 

Introductions. Warren F. Sheldon, D. D., was introduced and represented 
the interests of the Board of Education. A. W. Stalker presented the activities 
of the Wesleyan Guild and in impassioned speech outlined the plans of the Guild 
in the intere.sts of Methodist Students at the State University for the ensuing college 
year. 

Assistant Statisticians Appointed. On motion of Earl ll. Rice, the following 
assistant statisticians were appointed: Victor Darling, L. M. Blakely, W. L. Card, 

S. S. Cross, R. D. Hopkins, and H. E. Smith. 

Committee on Compensation. On motion of Jo.seph Dutton, a committee of 
three was ordered to consider a fair financial compensation for services rendered by 
the C’onference Treasurer and Statii^ticians and to sugge.*^! a method of providing 
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for the same. The Bishop appointed Joseph Dutton, Guy V. Hoard, and George 
Hicks. 

Question Fourteen Called. Under question fourteen, the characters of the 
District Superintendents and the effective elders of the Conference were examined 
and passed. 

Transfers and to What Conference. The Bishop announced the transfer of 
T. W. H. Mar.shall and Wm. Jones to the Michigan Conference. 

Withdrawal Requested. The request of R. E. Akin to be permitted to withdraw 
from the Conference was rt'ferrcd to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Leave of Absence Requested. The request of C. J. Johnson for leave of absence 
for one year was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Chairman Appointed. On motion of H. Addis Leeson, Carlos L. Adams was 
appointed Chairman of the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Time of Class of Admission Named. It was announced by the Bishop that the 
Class for Admission would be received at 8:40 Friday morning. 

Suspension of Rule. The rule respecting time for holding the session of the 
Corporate Conference was suspended. 

Adjournment. The announcements were made, the Doxolog>' was sung and 
the Conference adjourned with the benediction by Seth Reed. 



THIRD DAY. 

Thursday Morning, September 18, 1919. 



Opening. The Bishop announced Hymns No. 325 and 211. J. H. McCune 
led in prayer. The doors were then closed, and the Bishop, reading part of Matt. 
11th Chapter, vigorously and searchingly discussed the theme, “Moving the Previous 
Question.” The Conference sang “Blest be the tie that binds.” 

Journal Approved. The Journal was read and approved. 

Introduction. Prof. F. W. Hannan*of Drew Theological Seminary was intro- 
duced and represented that institution before the Conference. 

Superintendent’s Report. A. B. Leonard read the composite Report of the 
District Superintendents. On motion of J. E. Jacklin, appreciation of the report was 
expressed, and approval of the method of combining the six reports in one was given. 
It was further requested that the report be published in the minutes. 

Request of Board of Stewards. J. E. Mealley presented the following reque.st 
of the Board of Stewards: 

“The Board of Stewards requests the Conference to change the method of 
apportioning the Claimant’s Claim from the pastor’s cash salary basis to that of 
the grade basis. 

The Board also requests the Conference to declare that it is the purpose of this 
Conference to advance as effectively as possible to the realization of the Disciplinary 
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standard of a comfortable support for our Claimants and to this end, we recommend 
that an apportionment of 90 cents per point of gi’ade be made upon our Charges for 
the year 1919-1920, which is an increase of about 25 per cent over the total appor- 
tioned for the past year. With like advances for the next few years, and with the 
increasing returns of the Endowment Fund C'ommission we ought to reach the 
Disciplinarv rate within the next four j’ears.

There has been appropriated from the interest fund for the benefit of the Con- 
ference Claimants this year, the sum of $8,000 of which $4,000.00 will be distributed 
through the Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society, and $4,000.00 through the 
Conference Board of Stewards. 

Of the whole amount of permanent funds now held by the Commission and in 
the Auxiliary funds, amounting as stated to $396,132.64 — $59,521.80 is subject to 
Annuity changes, averaging 6 and 44-100 per cent per annum. 
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Practically all pledged will be due in the coming month of October and should 
be paid before the close of this calendar year. 

War conditions and the Centenary movement have somewhat retarded the 
collection of pledges, but all i)roper effort has been made to secure paj’^ment and 
many have i)aid in full to date while a goodly company have paid in part; however, 
a large number have paid nothing so far. All in arrears will be notified and asked 
to pay in fidl as early as possible in the new conference j ear; and pastors will render 
much needed assistance to the office by calling the attention of their .people to this 
matter early and earnestly after Conference is over. 

The principal Donor pays each six months on the basis of 17 per cent of what 
is collected apart from his own contribution and has ah-eady paid $52,000.00; while 
the two pledges of $30,000,000 each, are each two-thirds paid. 

The two per cent fund by the members of the Conference is coming in encourag- 
ingly, but 33 preachers have paid nothing so far, and these brethren should no longer 
delay the performance of their manifest duty in this matter. This fund should be 
brought up to date by all members of Conference during the first half of the new 
Conference year. 

No provision for publishing the status of this fund has been made so far, and if 
the Conference wishes such publication, specific directions should be given. 

The members of the Commission elected by the Annual Conference and whose 
terms expire at this time are C. W. Baldwin and C. B. Allen. 

On motion of C. M. Thompson the report was adopted and the Secretary 
directed to cast the ballot of the Conference for the re-election of C. W. Baldwin 
and C. B. Allen. 

George Elliott Called to the Chair. The Bishop called George Elliott to the 
chair and retired to address the Owosso High School. 

Transfer of Michigan Christian Advocate. A. W. Stalker reporting for the 
Committee of Transfer of Ownership of the Michigan Christian Advocate, read the 
articles of transfer and moved that adoption of the report which included the nomina- 
tion of H. Lester Smith, C. B. Allen and Howard A. Field and Walter Fruit of the 
new corporation representing Detroit Conference. The motion prevailed. 

Resolved, by the Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

that 

Whereas, the Michigan Christian Advocate has for a long period of time been 
published by a corporation known as the Michigan Christian Advocate, which said 
paper has served a vital need and rendered a valuable service to the churches and the 
congregations of this Conference, and 

Whereas, the said corporation, the Michigan Christian Advocate, has presented 
to this Conference a written proposal to transfer to this Conference, jointly with the 
Michigan Conference of this church, the entire property of said corporation, except 
a sufficient amount of the cash on hand to retire the stock of said corporation at the 
rate of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per share, including in said transfer 
the right to continue the publication of the said Michigan Christian Advocate and 
the right to use that name for said publication, together with all advertising contracts, 
subscription contracts, and all other property and rights of said corporation, the 
Michigan Christian Advocate, except as above specified, with the understanding 
that there shall be assumed all subscription contracts paid for in advance and any 
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other partially completed contracts of the said corporation, the Micliigan (diristian 
Advocate, and 

Whereas, in the opinion of this Conference it is desirable that the publication 
of said paper should be continued under the name aforesaid, and 

Whereas, in the opinion of this Conference it is also desirable that said publica- 
tion should be under the immediate supervision of this (Conference, jointly with the 
aforesaid Michigan Conference of this Church; 

Therefore, be it, resolved, that the offer of said corj)oration, the Michigan 
Christian Advocate, to transfer the property of said corporation, including the right 
to publication of the said Michigan Christian Advocate, together with the use of 
the name thereof, be accepted, it being understood that said transfer shall be made 
free and clear of all debts or liabilities of said corj)oration, except as above specified. 

Be it further resolved, that there be created a joint Board of Trustees of eight 
members, four to be elected from the Michigan Conference, and four from this 
Conference, to take over the business and property of the said ^lichigan Christian 
Advocate and to continue the publication of said paper for the joint profit and benefit 
of said Conferences, the division of profits to be made in proportion to the respective 
number of cash subscribers to said paper residing within the jurisdiction of said 
Conferences. 

Resolved Further, that such Trustees, eight in number, shall constitute a 
corporate body under the provision of sections 10904 to 10908 of the compiled laws 
• of the State of Michigan for 1915, to be known as the Michigan Christian Advocate 
Publishing Company; that such corporate existence shall continue for a period 
of thirty years from date and that such Trustees shall have full and complete 
^ power and authority to take over the rights and property of said Michigan 
Christian Advocate and to continue the publication of said paper; that they shall 
have the right to purchase all supplies, make all contracts for advertising, print- 
ing, etc., employ such help as may be necessary and generally do and perform 
all those things necessary and expedient for the successful publication of said 
paper. 

Resolved Further, that the presiding officer of this body and the Secretary thereof 
be authorized and directed to file such statement of these proceedings in the office of 
Secretary of State as may be required by law. 

Trustees of Michigan Christian Advocate Corporation Elected. On motion 
of Fred Townsend, the Secretary was directed to cast the ballot of the Conference 
for the trustees nominated by the Committee on Transfer of the Michigan Christian 
Advocate. The Secretary cast the ballot and they were declared elected. 

Bishop Resumes the Chair. The Bishop resumed the chair at 3:30 o’clock. 

Order of the Day. lender the order of the day the Conference proceeded to 
the election of delegates to the General Conference. The Secretary announced 
that the Conference was entitled to eight delegates and read the following rules 
governing the election, which were adopted. 

In order that the election of delegates may be expeditiou-sly carried out. 

Resolved That: 

(a) Two ministers from each district shall be appointed by the District Sui)er- 
intendents as tellers. 

(b) When taking the ballots the Conference shall stand and the tellers commenc- 
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ing at the front row shall collect the ballots until all members shall have voted. 
Each member being seated after casting his ballot. 

(c) No ballot shall be counted which contains more or less names than the 
number announced to be elected on that particular ballot. 

In case there be two or more members of the same name, voted for on the same 
ballot, the initials of the names shall be written on the ballot, this however shall not 
be construed so as to throw out any ballot when the intent of the ballot is clear. 

(d) Only members of the Conference shall be within the bounds of the Conference 
when the ballots are being taken. 

(e) One of the Conference Secretaries shall accompany the tellers to a room 
designated and assist in the tabulation and report the result of each ballot to the 
Conference. 

On motion of Wm. Dawe it was ordered that a majority vote of members 
present and voting be the basis of election.

Ballot Ordered Sealed. On motion of J. B. Oliver it was ordered that the first 
ballot be sealed until five o’clock. 

. Joint Session. The Bishop retired after welcoming the Laymens Conference. 
H. Lester Smith took the chair. Hymn No. 2 was sung. The officers of the Laymens 
Association were called to the platform and addresses were delivered by Hugh 
Kennedy, the new Executive Secretary of the Area, A. L. Parker of Detroit, and 
Wm. Phelps, District Superintendent of Lansing District, Michigan Conference. 

The Bishop resumed the chair at 5:30 o’clock. 

First Ballot Received. The report of the first ballot was received. Votes cast, 
257; number defective, II; net vote, 246; necessary to an election, 124. George 
Elliott received 204; M. S. Rice, 201; Howard A. Field, 196; Walter R. Fruit, 192; 
D. C. Littlejohn, 178; and E. D. Dimond, 150, and were declared elected.

Memorials to the General Conference. E. ^I. Moore, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Memorials to the General Conference, read the Memorial of the National 
Methodist Hospital Association, calling for the establishment of a standing com- 
mittee of “Hospital and Homes for the Aged and Children.” 

On motion of the chairman of the committee, the Conference adopted the 
following memorial : 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Detroit Conference, assembled at 
Owo.sso, Michigan, do hereby memorialize the General Conference of the IVIethodist 
Episcopal Church of 1920 to establish a standing committee on “Hospitals, and 
Homes for the Aged and Children,” to which shall be referred all matters pertaining 
to hospitals and the varied philanthropies of the church. 

On motion of E. M. Moore, the Newark Conference Memorial, No. 1, relative 
to the co-ordination of the Home Missions agencies and a unification of administra- 
tion for the same, was approved. 

The Home Missionary work of the Methodist Episcopal Church is at present 
administered by several independent organizations which have been authorized 
by the General Conference: I 

(1) The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension; 

(2) The Woman’s Home Missionary Society; ' 

(3) The General Deacone.ss Board; and 

(4) About seventy city .societies. | 

The Church has sometimes suffered embarrassment because of a lack of effective | 

cooperation between our various Home Missionary organizations, resulting in i 
duplication of effort, and rivalry in seeking local su])port, thus involving waste and j 
endangering harmony. | 

Therefore, we, the members of the Newark Conference, do respectfully 
memorialize the General Conference of 1920 that they consider the question of such 
co-ordination of these organizations that a unified admini.stration be provided and 
reduplication and misunderstanding eliminated. 
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On motion of E. M. Alooro, the Eastern Swedish Conference Memorial was 
concurred in. 

Whereas, A feeling is making itself known in certain quarters of the Church 
and through the medium of the Church Press and the circulation of a Resolution 
from the Wisconsin Conference, “that the time has arrived, when in the interest 
of the kingdom the foreign language Churches and Conferences are no longer desirable 
nor essential to the j)rogram of kingdom extension, but in an unpatriotic waste of 
fundamental resources;’’ we would call attention to the fact that the foreign speaking 
conferences represent a considerable number of members besides constituents, and 
we fear that a large percentage would join other foreign speaking denominations, 
and that if Methodism shall continue to grow strong and reap the full harvest of 
nations growing golden in this fair land of ours, it must, as at Pentecostal of old, have 
the gift of tongues. It is the many tributaries that make the mighty river. It 
is the gains made in this conglomerate country that will strengthen the church, 
and if these gains are to be made the church must be properly equipped with the 
])araphernalia and instruments with which to do the work, and among these are the 
foreign speaking Conferences and Districts as well as the use of the language. 

We do not believe that the insinuations, that the “foreign work is an unpatriotic 
waste of fundamental resources,” and that “dangers are lurking in these foreign 
assemblies” are justified hy facts. On the other hand, we hold that the foreign 
speaking church is the only curbing and controlling element of such “lurking 
dangers.” Dissolve it, and you have removed from these people the best means of 
.salvation from the evil and unpatriotic tendencies that we all fear. These churches 
are the wholesome leaven that is leavening these masses into true patriotism. We 
should therefore not destroy the vital agency by which Methodism is extending 
its patriotic and Christian influence on the masses, but rather extend it by strengthen- 
ing and encouraging the foreign work. The foreign speaking methodists, with few 
exceptions (and exceptions can be found everwhere) have been as loyal as the 
English speaking methodists. Our churches have gladly given up their sons to do 
and to die; our churches have carried on their War and Red Cross work as effectively 
as any church in comparison, and all we ask is fair i)lay. 

It is our judgment that no action should be taken by the General Conference 
until the Church has been fully informed concerning the meaning of this work to 
our Church and the kingdom of God. We believe, that the dissolution of the foreign 
speaking Conferences, or of any conferences, without their consent is unconstitu- 
tional. (See Discipline. Paragraphs 497 and 569.) 

Therefore, We, The Eastern Swedish Conference, do hereby memorialize the 
General Conference of 1920 to appoint a strong and unbiassed Commission, including 
representatives of all the foreign speaking groups affected, to thoroughly study the 
whole question of amalgamation and report to the General Conference of 1924. 

That this Commi.ssion be instructed by the General Conference to let all sides 
be heard, that the Church may know whether or not it would further the cause of 
God and the Church to undertake forceful and drastic means in solving the problems 
which may exist.” 

Membership Meeting Memorial. George Elliott presented the following 
memorial which was adopted: . 

The Detroit Annual Conference memorialize the General Conference to provide 
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for a membership meeting in which everj^ member of the church over 21 years of ag(! 
shall have a voice in the election of all the officers of the local church. 

Songs by David Shugg. The Bishop invited David Shugg to sing before the 
Conference and under the leadership of the Bishop, the Conference rose and sang 
with spirit and enthusiasm the refrain of the second solo, “lie lifted me." 

Resolution by Board of Examiners. On motion of S. Arthur Cook, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, for several years there has been maintained at Albion a Summer 
School of Theology for undergraduates of the ]VIichigan and Detroit Conferences, 
and 

Whereas, a school of this character is imperative if our young men are to receive 
the help and training to which they are entitled, and if our Conferences are to con- 
tribute as they ought to the preparation of an efficient ministry, and 

Whereas, said school has, during the past year, been reorganized through the 
creation of a Summer School Senate, representing om* Episcopal leadership, Boards 
of Examiners, Faculty and Student Body, and constituting a central body of control, 
and 

W'hereas, our Boards of Examiners have this year demonstrated that they can 
function through this Summer School with greatly increased efficiency in their 
service to the undergraduates, and 

Wherease, the two outstanding difficulties are the securing of a complete at- 
tendance and of necessary financial aid. 

Therefore, Be it Resolved; 

1st That we individually and as a Conference, and particularly through our 
District Superintendents, Board of Examiners, Committee on Ministerial Equipment, 
and all other officers, pledge our loyal and hearty support in a united effort to secure 
the attendance of every student at the Summer School. 

2nd That we authorize and provide for the raising each year, through appor- 
tionment to the churches or otherwise, of a minimum of two hundred-fifty dollars 
for the support of said school, on condition that the Michigan Conference authorizes 
and provides for a like amount; it being understood that this money when raised 
be turned over to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Summer School Senate, and paid 
out as directed by such Senate in meeting the expenses of the school, faculty and 
students.

Memorial to General Conference. On motion of George Elliott, the following 
memorial to the General Conference was adopted: 

The Detroit Annual Conference memorializes the General Conference to provide 
for a membership meeting in which every member of the church over 21 years of 
age shall have a voice in the election of all officers of the local church. 

Conference Claimants Memorial. On motion of George Elliott the Conference 
Claimants Memorial, based upon the reix)rt of the Conference Stewards’ Meeting 
at Columbus, Ohio, was adopted. (See Report.) 

Report of Committee on Social and Moral Reform. On motion of George 
Elliott the general principles in the report of the Committee on Social and Moral 
Reform for last year were reaffirmed with special emphasis that on the Sunday before 
Labor Day the Social Creed of the churches be read. 

Trustees of Anti-Saloon League Elected. George Elhot nominated J. G. 
Haller, H. A. Field, S. S. Kresge and George Adams and on motion of Fred H. 
Townsend the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for 
them as Trustees of the Michigan State Anti-Saloon League. The Secretars'^ cast 
the ballot and they were elected. 

The League of Nations. On motion of C. M. Thompson, George Elliott and 
H. Lester Smith were nominated a committee to form resolutions regarding the 
League of Nations. 

George Elliott olYered as a substitute that we endorse tin; Ei)i.scopal Board’s 
utterance regarding the League of Nations. 

On motion of J. S. Steininger the previous question was ordered. Tlie sub- 
stitute was not adopted. The original motion prevailed. 

Collection for Janitor. On motion of H. Felton the collection for the janitor 
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was taken amounting to $36.57. It was turned over to the janitor by F. M. Field. 

Conference Treasurer’s Report. Frank Purdy read the Treasurer’s Report 
and it was adopted. (See Report.) 

Report of Special Committee on League of Nations. H. Lester Smith read 
the report of the Special Committee on League of Nations and it was adopted. 

Whereas, The resumption of international relationship in i)olitical and 
commercial matters is dependent upon the ratification of the treaty of peace 
and the adoption of the Constitution of the League of Nations, and 

WTiereas, The internal affairs of all countries are seriously derangetl and must 
continue in this unfortunate condition until the establishment of a permanent 
peace, and 

Whereas, The Constitution of the League of Nations and the treaty of peace 
as at present constituted afford an immediate opportunity for the settlement of the 
most important of the differences and likewise provides a method by which unsatis- 
factory provisions, or impractical provisions may be eliminated or amended; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That in the interests of the immediate obtainment 
of peace and the conservation of the imperative interests of all the nations involved 
in said articles, the Detroit Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church earnestly 
and respectfully urge the immediate and unamended pas.sage of both the articles of 
peace and the Constitution of the League of Nations.

music and H. G. Pearce with relation to his war experience. 

Report of Committee on Resolutions. The Secretary read the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions and it was adopted. (See Report.) 

Secretary to Edit Minutes and Reports. On motion of A. E. Healey the Secre- 
tary was given authority to edit the minutes and reports. 

Journal Made Official Record. On motion of Eugene Moore the printed 
minutes was made the official Journal of the Conference. 

Picture of H. G. Pearce. On motion of Andrew Wood it was directed that a 
picture of H. G. Pearce as a Young Men’s Christian As.sociation Secretary on war 
service appear in the minutes. 

Recess Ordered. On motion of H. G. Pearce a recess was ordered. The 
Conference to reassemble at the call of the presiding officer. 

Session Resumed. George Elliott called the Conference to order at 5:30 p. m. 
and “WeTe Marching to Zion” was sung. 

Bishop Resumed Chair. The Bishop resumed the chair and named the Board 
of Examiners. (See page 442.) 

Leave of Absence. The case of C. H. Rutledge was refeiTed by 11. Addis

“Blest Be the Tie that Binds” and after prayer by the 
Bishop and the reading of the appointments the benediction was pronounced by the 
Bishop.

REPORTS OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS. 



Hishoj) and Brother Ministers of the Detroit Conference, Members of the Kingdom of tlie 
Spirit, organized for work: 

My colleagues have bestowed upon me high honor, and also given me a great task in the 
effort to answer, not only for myself, but for them also. Paul said he thanked God that he was 
permitted to answer for himself, would he have^ felt so had he been called upon to answer for 
Peter, James and John, and Phillip and Thomas. To say nothing of Dystant, Dimond, Warren, 
Leeson and Fruit. As the brethren in the Cabinet give me frequently the title of Father Leonard, 
I presume the seniority has had much to do with this selection. I am nevertheless embarrassed 

at so great an undertaking, yet I must have the courage as I have been in Battle Creek 

lately. So if this report has no meat in it you will understand the reason why. By way of intro- 
duction, I quote from the statement and recommendation recently sent down by a committee 
of the Board of Bishops and to be read in all the churches last Sunday. 

The great World war, taking the lives of ten million men, costing two hundred and fifty 
billion dollars, impoverishing people for generations. Setting into unprecedented ferment all 
nations, and classes of mankind and threatening the foundations of civilization has compelled 
all thinking men to serious inquiry by what principles, ideals and leadership the tides of 
personal selfishness, corporate greed and national ambition, may be stayed; and how the progress 
of man upon the earth may be assured. The intelligence of the church has been quickened by 
the horrors of war — that only in the love of God and of man is to be found sufficient healing for 
the disease of sin; that the kingdoms of this world, can find peace only, in becoming the 
Kingdom of God. She sees in the grief and restlessness of the people, an urgent call to go for- 
ward in the name of a loving God, and a sufficient Savior, into the greatest evangelistic endeavor 
the world has ever known. Upon the ministry this responsibility rests. If the pulpit is without 
\ision and passion, the people perish. What mighty and marvelous events have transpired 
since we met in annual session. AVhat triumphs of liberty for humanity. Few, if any, victories 
in history have been more complete, and yet, never did the sun shine down upon a more restless 
world. 

I must not discuss at this time, the mighty issues settled 5nd to be settled which are so 
vitally related to the kingdom, but simply to say, “It is the Christian church which holds the 
secret to a stable world order. The answer to red propaganda, and to the cry for a democracy 
that shall be safe for the world, is Christianity. Thank God we have taken the germ out of 
Germany, the worm out of the brewery, the serpent out of the saloon and buried .John Barleycorn 
two hundred and seven thousand fathoms deep in Michigan, and with forty-five other states 
of the Union decreed with constitutional enactment that on, and after January 16 , 1920 , America 
a saloonless nation. 

In the passing of the liquor traffic, the great enemy of humanity, of civilization, of progress 
(juits the field. We must be vigilant lest law enforcement fail. For we behold the prostitution 
of great legal talent, to defeat the will of the people, for the sake of a part of the billion dollars 
raised by the liquor people to rescue John Barlycorn. 

Looking toward our field embraced within the bounds of the Detroit Conference, we cover 
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forty-three counties with an area of thirty-two thousand square miles, a population of approxi- 
mately two million three hundred thousand. Within this territory we have 590 preaching 
places, 534 church buildings with an estimated value of seven million two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars and 288 parsonages value at seven hundred thousand dollars. 

Our force is represented by 322 pastors, together with 82 veterans who summoned us as a 
cloud of witnesses; 76,000 members of the church, 590 Sunday Schools with an enrollment of 
91,000, 300 Epworth League organizations with a membership of 14,600, 159 auxiliaries of the 
W. H. M. S. and 117 of the W. F. M. S. The churches show an average membership of 143, 
Sunday Schools 155, Leagues 47. This Conference has the distinction of having a district and 
a church which has led all cities in Methodism in amount subscribed to the centenary. 

Of the seventy-six thousand members of the church within the bounds of this conference, 
sixty-tw'o per cent live in the country and towns of less than five thousand population, or rather 
sixty-two per cent live in the rural field. 

Many of the country and village churches are without enough young people to make an 
Epworth League. For as soon as the young people of these homes grow old enough to care for 
themselves they hasten to the growing centers to find employment. We pastors and super- 
intendents face congregations in these communities in which the absence of young people is 
most disheartening. Not all of the young people have gone, many are yet at home, but pay no 
attention to the church because the church pays no attention to them, by failing to provide 
in any adequate way for their social, and play life, as well as their religious life. 

The inception and achievement of the centenary is the miracle of our day. What capacities 
and capabilities w'e have discovered during the last year. Hear the testimony not of a Methodist 
but of one of the leading Congregational ministers of America, Dr. Jefferson of New York, 
speaking of the centenary, he says: “The most stupendous achievement of any branch of 

the Christian church in all modern history. It is in every way wonderful, it dazzles the imagina- 
tion, and thrills the heart. The length and breadth of the work are equal. It runs far into the 
future. It is as wide as the world, and goes down deep into the soul, more than a money raising 
scheme, it w'as as vast a program of spiritual culture. It aimed not simply at dollars, but at the 
building up of the soul. As to organization, it w^as a marvel. As to machinery, well nigh perfect 
The patience and pains expended in mapping the field w'ere immense and the way in which every 
branch of the work was analyzed and presented in detail, w'as a piece of consummate wisdom. 
The mobilization of the man powder of the church was superb. More than sixty thousand 
minute men set to talking for Christ and His church.. We of other communions beholding this 
fresh victory of faith. Thank God and take courage.” 

When we remember that many of the churches within the conference w'ere closed nearly 
three months of the conference year, on account of the influenza, thereby greatly hindering the 
work. The pastors’ reports will show that this has been a year of advancement. The conference 
exceeding its quota on the centenary by over $.547,000.00. And I am sure if the resident Bishop 
and superintendents could have fixed the quota for the districts, with their knowiedge of the 
local fields every district would have gone over the top, with possibly a larger total subscription. 
As some one has said “the time is here when w^e should be allowed to feel our own pulse, once 
in awhile.” It is not conducive to aw’aken enthusiasm among preachers and laymen to have 
men come around and say. “We win or you suffer.” I presume that is the meaning of the 
declaration, “Those w'ho do not go over the top will go under.” But over against such un- 
fortunate drives — There was so much of sweet reasonableness, which produced hearty co- 
operation. 

The human factors making for such great success for the centenary objective in our con- 
ference, is seen in the magnificent, magnetic and marvelous and brotherlj leadership of our good 
Bishop. The splendid services of members of the area staff, with special mention of pains- 
taking, thorough going work of the area secretary. Dr. Benson, and also Dr. Stair at the head 
of the Sunday School army. And we wish we could command language to appreciate the 
loyalty and great service of the pastors, who, with rare exceptions gave themselves heart and 
soul to the great task. Linked with them was the very efficient service of the minute men 
under the direction of the conference chairman and district chairman, would that we may have 
in large measure as hearty support and service from these minute men, church councils, unit 
leaders, and unit members, in the stirring messages and personal work, in the greater task now 
before us of personal, social industrial evangelism, which is now set going in our church. It 
will not only enrich their own hearts, but also a great in-gathering of multiplied thousands who 
must be won to Christ and His church. 
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There hats been some outstanding and niistanding instances of strong leadershi]), ui)on 
tlie part of the pastors, and some wonderful revelations of latent talent and capabilities among 
the laymen. While the movement was emphasized as the laymen’s movement, yet there was 
not much movement nor much success, without the passion, and push of the preacher. I am 
sure I voice the superintendents when I say all praise to the man who toiled, and triumphed, 
in reaching the full quota, and equal honor is due those who toiled as hard and failed to go over 
the top. When we ask whom shall the king, the church, delight to honor, it must not be upon 
basis of the amount secured, but the field where it was gathered. And when we would applaud 
the giver, it must not be upon the amount he gave, but how much he has left for himself. The 
reports as to contributions indicate that about 43 per cent of the membership subscribed to the 
Centenary, with an average of $20.00 per subscriber per year. Total, $3,1.'59,173. 

We cannot at this time in any adequate way measure the value of the Centenary move- 
ment. It emphasizes the fact that we have entered upon a new epoch in the history of mati. 
Thousands who were thought to be sordid, selfish men, have awakened to vicarious living am! 
dying. We are learning as never before that the worth, and happiness of individuals are bound 
up with the welfare of communities, national groups and leagues of nations. To be good we 
I must live for the common good. The twenty-five thousand hearts in the league of intercession 

i and the twelve thousand tithers, the response of a great number of you people to life service 

i within the bounds of our own conference, call us to behold the coming of the Lord. In spite 

I of all wars, disasters, social upheavals, industrial tuimoil, aloofness from the church, divisions 

I in the universal church, national selfishness and individual sinning, the world never has presented 

i so many evidences of Christ’s presence. 

[ From the program, we are assured, we are not here at this Annual Conference simply to 
go through the ordinary routine of conference business, and elect delegates to the General 
Conference. The emergency of the hour, will not allow us to stop there. 

^ Neither are we hear to formulate a program to fit every local church as to evangelistic 

? methods. We are almost tired of programs. It is the passion of Christ that we need. Unless 

I the pastors of this Conference get real deepening of the spiritual life, we shall not only stagger 

i at the task before us, we shall fail. The ne.xt five years will determine, whether God can use 

t the Methodist church to lead in the world opportunity, and task of protestantism, or whether 

I he must go elsewhere, to find human instrumentality to accomplish His purpose in redemption. 

\ Oh the challenge, to save the individual, the soul of the world, its ideals, its moral aspirations. 

; The formula which Jesus gave long ago is still adequate. Tarry ye until ye be imbued with 

f power. Earnest, thoughtful far seeing prophets today are registering their conviction that prayer 

• released the power which has enabled America to purge herself of the giant evil of the liquor 

I traffic; that prayer released the forces that drove autocracy to its doom; and that pentecost 

I which gave birth to Methodism alone can save her now'. And enable her to save a lost, war 

worn, heart broken, sin cursed worhl. 

I We face serious shortage of ministers. The H. C. L. and low salaries has driven men from 

f the pulpit as well as from the school room. And something is needed to stop the growing 

tendency of our preachers to detached work. All manner of offices, religious, semi-religious and 
almost entirely secular, are being manned by ordained clergymen. These offices could be well 
taken care of by laymen. The General Conference should legislate so that it would be exceed- 
ingly difficult for church boards to lay hands upon so many preachers, and pull them out of the 
important work of the ministry. 

Facing the great task ahead, we say, what a day this is, for the men who have understamling 
of the times, to know what Israel ought to do. 

The reaction of the money drive of the Centenary has already set in, in some of the churches, 
so report the pastors. Dr. Hancher shows great courage, and confidence, when he says every 
dollar of the subscription to the Centenary will be paid. God grant that it may be so. Never- 
theless, eternal attention to the collection of the subscription is the price we shall pay if there 
is not a large shrinkage in this matter. 

Nothing but a more thorough going campaign, and hearty cooperation in Christian steward- 
ship will enable the church to reach the goal of actual possession of the one hundred and thirteen 
millions subscribed toward the Centenary. • 

' Where a church did not carry out the program in preparation of heart and mind, for the 

sul>scriptions, so that the greatly increased giving for kingdom progress was not buttressed by 
a deeper consecration and larger vision, of the purpose of God in Redemption, subscribers to 
the cause, will in many cases, either fail to pay their obligation, or rob other important interest s 
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of the church to carry on this. We may as well face these facts today, and see what w'e as 
preachers need to be leaders in the much larger meaning and task of the Centenary. We have 
set the people a good example in giving in that the subscriptions by the preachers are double 
in per cent that of the laymen on the average. How to keep the average man glad in his heart 
that he subscribed, can only be answered, by having the mind which was in Christ, who found 
His joy in giving His life a ransom for many. The call for a million souls to be gathered into 
the church by the thirtieth of next June is a staggering proposition. 

We are certainly concerned about our veterans, and the widows of departe<l brothers, as 
to how their necessities are to be met in these days of the high cost of living. They have no 
official boards to come to their relief. We ought to devise some plan at this conference whereby 
these worthy retired laborers shall receive the full allowance of $18.50 for each year of service, 
instead of the measly sum of $8.00 per year. We believe it is important that this conference 
give careful attention to the prox)Osition, to place the basis of assessment for conference claimants 
upon the grade of the charge rather than upon the pastors salary. 

Our effort to secure an adequate endowment should have the loyal support of every member 
of the conference, as it looks to the future welfare of the younger men of the conference. But 
such an emergency is upon us to meet the needs of the eighty-three retired ministers, and the 
sixty-five widows of deceased ministers today, some special provision to raise the full amount 
should be made at this conference. Whatever may be the needs of men now in the service, 
it is in no comparison to the needs of the fathers and mothers who have made the marvelous 
achievements of the Centenary possible. 

And what about the forty-two supply pastors who cannot look to any support when they 
shall have grown old in the service. These men made it possible for us to keep charges in tact, 
and .as far as service and acceptability is concerned many of them are entitled to membership 
in the conference. How these men can keep their families and keep going in good heart, on their 
present salary, is a mystery to the wisest men. 

The rural problem grows more acute. The steady stream of the i)eople from country and 
village, leaves empty pews and a discouraged pulpit. When we talk about closing the country 
church here, and there, we must not forget, the old folks, the dear hearts who by love and labor, 
prayer and Christian passion, have kept the church alter fires aglow and in the good old fashioned 
revivals, gave birth to three-fourths of the preachers of Methodism. 

More pastoral visitation, closer contact of preacher and people, systematic methods in 
contributing to the support of the local church is the crying need upon the rural field. 

The superintendents desire to express our high appreciation of the love and loyalty, the 
sympathetic cooperation of the pastors of the conference during the year. The Centenary 
campaign has necessarily interfered with the disciplinary direction as to holding quarterly con- 
ferences. And we appreciate the fact that the pastors have rendered great service in helping 
the laymen to see that matters of more importance are now committed to the district super- 
intendents, than the holding of four conferences during the year, or of preaching so many times 
of a charge during the year. We are somewhat embarrassed, the fact we must seemingly ignore 
the discipline rule, or attempt that which is today decidedly impractical, in regard to the required 
number of quarterly conferences. We trust the Committee on Revision, or temporal economy 
will give the next General Conference a chance, to so legislate on this matter that instead of 
calling it a quarterly conference which is a misnomer we shall have disciplinary provision, for 
membership meetings in which every member of the church over twenty-one years of age shall 
have a voice in the election of all the officers of the local church. While we are talking about 
democracy, let us have more of it in Methodism. 

Finally Brethren: While we are requiring certain educational standards for admission 

into the conference, we think it would be for the interests of the church, and to the credit of 
the ministry as well, if the following covenant was added, to be subscribed to by certain mem- 
bers of this conference, and all others who may apply for admission from this day on: 

Will you interest yourself in the moral reform, and all movements for community better- 
ment where you reside? Answer, I will. 

Will you answer all official communications piomptly and fully? Answer, I will. 

Will you keep a correct record of the membership on jour charge, of the quick and the 
dead, recording all baptisms, marriages, removals and funerals? Answer, I will. 

Will j-ou by precept, and example encourage all your people in greater loyalty to all the 
connectional interests of the church? Answer, I will. 

Will you bj’ a carefully prepared constituency roll, and visiting list and if on a circuit 
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prepare a geographical survey and plan of the location, the dwelling places of the membership 
of the churches and the constituency of the charge, together with a complete list of all the 
officials of the churches, to be given to your successor? Answer, I will. 

Will you pay all the bills you owe or satisfactorily settle the same before leaving the charge 
and never seek a discount on what you purchase, remembering “For woe unto him that asketh 
for a discount, for he shall be discounted.” 

Brethren if ye do these things with all others a minister ought to do for so an abundant 
entrance shall be administered unto you into the everlasting habitation of an indestructible 
brotherhood, and fellowship of the followers of our Lord .lesus Christ in this world and that 
which is to come.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Historic to Methodism is the affirmation of the possibility and the necessity of permeating 
all the e<iucational life of the world with the religious ideal and all the religious life with the 
educational ideal. Methodism was born in the halls of a university. We affirm that religion 
without education easily becomes superstition and that education apart from religion is super- 
ficial and ineffective. We pledge the continuaitce of our devotion to the purpose of religious 
education historic in Methodism. 

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Tfie Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church is the accredited channel 
through which the church functions in promoting its e<lucational interests. The success of the 
recent Jubilee — Educational Fund drive points the way to the great possibilities for a unified 
jtrogram of advance throughout the church to deal with our urgent responsibilities for educational 
reconst met ion and progress at home and abroad. There is a real need for a general church 
foundation fund to encourage our colleges in raising adequate endowments. We commend the 
steps that are being taken by the board in providing scholarships for the service men returning 
to college, and for the proposed strengthening of our schools in the Southern Highlands. 

The high type of material furnished in the annual Children’s Day program deserves favorable 
comment. A wider use of these programs will not only give a Christian purpose to the children’s 
festival day, but will also acquaint our church in a larger way with the necessity of the church’s 
educational enterprise. The Children’s Day Fund is productiv^e of fine results and has helped 
over 25,000 young people to a higher education. It is our conviction that the fund should be 
adjusted to be of greater help to Methodist young people in our state universities as well as those 
in onr church colleges. 

ALBION COLLEGE. 

With the Michigan Conference we share the responsibility for Albion College. It is our 
Church C’ollege and our one educational enterprise in the State of Michigan. With the great 
opportunity of the new reconstruction era before us, w'e must see to it that Albion College shall 
make a Christian educational contribution to the life of the world commensurate with the ability 
of Michigan Methodists. 

That it is a duty there can be no question. The world stands in need of light and leading 
as never before. We have seen what happens to a nation when a i)eople become regiment alized 
in their thinking by an official state educational propaganda. The e.xample of Germany calls 
upon ns and all that is within us to see to it that the integrity of our freedom and ('hristian 
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purpose is made effective in our educational program. Industrially and socially the future of 
the world looks darker than most of us like to admit. Only one power can ultimately prevail, 
the power of knowledge and insight, a clear and vigorous understanding of where we are and 
an appreciation of the spiritual goal that is God’s intention for the world. 

Under the magnificent leadership of Dr. Dickie, Albion College has met the stress of the 
war days. His administration has been marked by wisdom and conservation. He has made 
every dollar of the college’s endowment pay a maximum return. Under hie presidency of 18 
years not one dollar of the endowment has been lost. He calls attention to the fact that this 
collegiate year promises the largest student enrollment in the history of the college. This 
raises at once an immediate practical problem for the church. How shall the church meet the. 
challenge of this increasingly large number of young people who say by the very fact that they 
enroll in the Church College — “Here we are; take four years of our lives and give us the very 
best possible training toward mature Christian character that will work in church and state.’’ 
Can Michigan Methodists answer the challenge satisfactorily with the present plant, equipment 
and endowment at Albion? 

Albion College last year had 486 students of college grade. Two hundred eighty-three 
were in the Freshman class and 47 were Seniois. The college has an endowment of $420,000 
and a plant with an equipment valued at $330,000. Michigan Methodism has $750,000 invested 
in its major educational work. The annual income from all sources is about $65,000. Due to 
an arrangement made with the Joint Centenary "Committee, under which agreement the college 
was to postpone its Endowment Fund campaign, $6,666.66 a year for three years is now an 
additional asset to the regular college income. The total income is now about $72,000. 

The catalog of last year gave the college ten full teaching professors, one assistant professor 
and seven instructors in the College of Liberal Arts. The Conservatory of Music had five 
department heads. Twenty-three persons constituted the active teaching staff. A new 
department has been added for the next year, the Chair of Education, and further provision 
has been made for four assistant professors and one instructor. This will give the college a 
teaching staff of twenty-nine. 

At the annual session of the Association of American Colleges in 1916, a study was sub- 
mitted on “The Efficient College.’’ This study was made by Dr. Calvin H. French, Assistant 
Secretary of the Presbyterian College Board, and Prof. Ernest D. Burton, of the University of 
Chicago, in collaboration with Dr. Thomas Nicholson, then Secretary of the Board of Education 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The committee based its findings on sixteen typical 
church colleges. The survey was made in 1916 — before the present high price era had come to 
j)ower. Based upon considerations of efficiency, this survey declared that a standard college 
of 500 students calls for a faculty of 51, yielding the equivalent of 44 full-time teachers and seven 
full-time administrative officers. The productive endowment should be $2,220,000, and the 
plant with equipment value of $1,000,000 making a total property of $3,220,000. The total 
income from all sources should be $176,000. This is the minimum requirement for a standard 
efficient college of 500 students. With 750 or 1,000 students, the requirements are all correspond- 
ingly higher. The proposed survey now being undertaken by the inter-church movement, 
will, in all probability not arriv'e at lower figures as a minimum basis for efficiency. 

Thus it seems exceedingly conservative to suggest that Albion College should set itself to 
challenge Michigan Methodists for an addition of $1,500,000 to its endowment. This is im- 
perative to give the college an adequate and well paid faculty. A poster prepared for the 
Harvard drive for $1 1,000,000 carries this slogan, “ A motorman gets 60 cents an hour, a professor 
18 cents, which is w’orth more, gentlemen, minding the train, or training the mind?’’ We 
have a Church College training and educating young people, but it is without a chair in 
Philosophy and Christian Interpretation, it is without a chair of Religious Education, it is 
without a chair of Missions. On campus and quadrangle the ministry will never attract, 
unless the church appeals and the appeal must be upon the same scholastic level with any 
other profession and business. It is not asking too much of the Church College to give an 
introduction to the facts concerning the field and work of the church. 

In addition to the endowment need is the plant and the equipment. A minimum of $750,000 
should be made available in the near future for a building program. This would give the much 
needed Administration Building, a Women’s building and Gymnasium. The total, $2,250,000 
is large but is not impossible if Michigan Methodism once becomes aware of its responsibility 
towards its Church College. 

Therefore, Be It Resolveil, That the Detroit Annual Conference registers its conviction 
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that Albion College i«i the next logical claim upon the membenship and constituency of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Michigan for recognition and expansion; 

Be It Further Resolved, That the Detroit Annual Conference will give the Board of Trustees 
for Albion College, its loyal support in the development and promotion of a forward-looking 
program for the college.

The Board of Trustees recommend that the Endowment Fund now' amount ing to $ 105,45 1 . 10 
be turned over to the “Endowment Fund Commission’’ the net earnings of the said fund to be 
forever detoted to the benefit of the Conference Claimants of the Detroit Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church to be distributed annually according to the piovisions of 
the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The Endowment Fund Commission to 
assume all trusts and annuities now carried by the Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society and 
to faithfully execute the same. The President and the Secretary-Treasurer are hereby authorized 
to execute all legal papers in connection with the said transfer of Endowment Funds, and to 
report to a meeting of the Board of Trustees not later than Januaiy 1, 1920. The Board of 
Trustees is hereby empowered to close the affairs of the Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society 
and surrender its charter, not earlier than January 1, 1920, and not until the provisions of this 
paragraph are fully carried out. Any funds remaining in the treasury after the provisions of 
this paragraph are fully carried out shall be turned over to the Conference Stewards to be dis- 
tributed among the Conference Claimants of this Conference.

CONFERENCE STEWARDS’ MEETINGS AT THE CENTENARY. 

In response to a call by members of the conference stewards of the Detroit Conference, 
a meeting of such stewards as w'ere in attendance at the Centenary Exposition was held in Central 
church, Columbus, Ohio, July 2 and 3, 1919; the following conferences being represented: 
Detroit, Des Moines, Erie, Genesee, Illinois, Lexington, Northeast Ohio, Northern Minnesota, 
Ohio, Philadelphia, Pittsburg and Upper Iowa. During the final session Dr. Joseph B. Hingeley 
Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Conference Claimants, was in attendance. 

A variety of matters were presented and acted on, and a committee, consisting of Rev. 
W. M. Ward, Detroit Conference; Rev. C. S. Mervine, Philadelphia Conference and Mr. Wesley 
Montgomery, Ohio Conference, was appointed to review the proceedings and prepare them for 
publication. This committee met at Pittsburg on July 29th and present the following as the 
recommendations of the Columbus meeting: 

(1) That a loose leaf book of printed forms be provided l>y the Book Concern in which 
conference stewards may record the ministerial service of all the members and probationers 
of the conference; also the record of the husbands and the fathers of the widows and children, 
so that there may be a permanent record of all items which may affect the annuity rights of 
present or future conference claimants. When a minister is transferred to another conference, 
the secretary of the conference stewards shall forward the record of his ministerial service to 
the secretary of the conference stewards of the conference to which he is transferred.* 

( 2 ) That ministers on detached service receive on retirement the same annuity as other 
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retired iiiiiiitjterH of their conference, provided that they do not receive from other pension funds 
j an amount equal to their annuity claim on the conference. 

(3) That churches or institutions which employ effective ministers shall forward each year 
to the conference stewards of the conference to which the minister belongs an amount equal 
to that paid by the churches of a like salary grade. In case of failure so to do the year or years 
not thus provided for shall not be reckoned as annuity years. 

(4) That no minister who is under sixty-five years of age shall be retired unless he shall 
furnish to the Committee on Conference Relations a certificate of health for himself or his wife, 
from a qualified medical practitioner. 

(The following is the action of the C'olorado C*oiiference in such a case: A minister who is 

sixty-five years of age or more and has served thirty-five years or more in the effective relation 
may be enrolled on the retired list at his recjuest; but anj'one lacking either or both of these 
(lualifications can receive the retired relation only on a two-thirds ballot vote of the conference.) 

(5) That each Annual Conference shall determine the time and manner of the payment 
of the claims. (The General Conference (leci«led that a retired minister had no right to demand 

I the payment of his full annuity in adv^ance. Journal, l9l6, p. 494.) 

(6) That paragraph 333, section 2 be changetl, advancing the age of the dependent children 
from sixteen to eighteen, so that the phrase shall read “their children under eighteen years of 
age are conference claimants;” and that paragraph 341, section 3 be changed to make the claim 
of a child one-fourth of the claim of the father instead of one-fifth, so that the section shall read: 

, “The term of the father’s effective service shall determine the annuity claim of his child, which 

shall be one-fourth of the claim of the retired minister for such term.” 

(7) That provision be made whereby a widow who has lost her claim by remarriage and is 
again widowed may have her claim restored by the Annual Conference, on the basis of her 

' complete years of service; and that the General Conference be requested to direct the Judiciary 

Committee to consider its action concerning the extinction of a widows claim under certain 
‘ conditions, as recorded in the Journal of 1916, page 493. 

(8) That all members of the conference shall state clearly before the conference whether 
or not they have prorated the ministeral support with the conference claimants. 

(9) That the names and addresses of the executive officers of the conference stewards be 

* printed in the General Minutes and The Methodist Year Book. 

15 (10) That conference stewards be not chosen on district lines, but in relation to efficiency; 

that the apportionments made to pastoral charges for the support of conference claimants be 
made by the conference stewards on the grade plan of the Commission on Finance, instead 

* of basing them on the pastors’ salaries; and that special pages be provided in the Conference 

E Minutes for the purpose of printing the amounts apportioned, amounts paid, and the apportion- 

ments for the coming year for each pastoral charge. 

(11) That we earnestly request the conference stewards to urge their conferences at the 
' next session to apportion the entire amount necessary to pay the full annuity claims.

Collins, Lillian B. Ellis, Sophia P. Getzer, Alice B. Shirey, Gladys L. Scriber, all of whom have 
been working in connection with Detroit churches; also Deborah B. Kerfoot, retired; Bessie 
Smith of Centenary Settlement, Detroit; Mildred Cline of the Children’s Home, Ada Wiebe and 
Cora E, W barton of Tillman Settlement, Detroit; Maude. E. Greenough of the Court St., Flint, 
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and Gladys Pautz and Nellie Stevens who are serving in Utah but continue to hold their relation- 
ship to this Board in view of the fact that they are in a territory served by a Mission Conference. 
Elizabeth Jennings and Jennie L. Lancaster, connected with Detroit churches; Glenna Eslinger 
connected with Centenary Mission, Detroit, and lone Frink, connected with First Church 
Owosso, are probationers who have served in the conference. Miss Eslinger and Miss Lancaster 
are continued as probationers: the Misses Jennings and Fink were granted licenses and recom- 
mended for consideration.

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PART VII.— PLAN OF CONFERENCE COURSES 

OF STUDY. 



(A) UNDERGRADUATE COURSES. 

1. Instructors and students are urged to read carefully paragraphs 596 to 602 of the Disci- 
pline of 1916. 

2. For each of the five years work of this course of study there is a little volume, Directions 
and Helps, which each instructor and each student should possess and follow in the prepara- 
tion and examinations of this course of study. This book is 50 cents and can be purchased 
only of the Methodist Book Concern. 

3. Examinations cannot be taken until the “required written work” has been completed 
and in the instructor’s hands. Each instructor is to divide the required written work of his 
subject into approximately eight equal parts, these eight parts to be sent to the instructor 
one part each month, beginning Noven^ber first to June first respectively. These monthly 
installments will be criticised and, if postage is enclosed by the student, they will be returned. 
It is the desire of the Board that the required written work of the four studies for examination, 
of the books for collateral reading, and of the special homiletics be carried on simultaneously. 

4. An undergraduate summer school will be maintained at Albion sometime during the 
month of July. The Summer School is officially supported by the board as the channel through 
which the board is to function in the doing of much of its work for the student body. The 
Conference finances the school in such a manner as to reduce the cost of attendance to the 
student. All students are expected to be present. 

5. Examinations in all studies of the course will be conducted oidy on the Tuesday before 
Conference convenes and at the close of the Conference Undergraduate School of Theology, 
.\11 required written work must be in and graded by the instructor before the student can be 
admitted to the examination. 

6. The required written work will be graded on the basis of 100 per cent as will also the 
examinations. The average of these two marks will be the final passing mark, providing neither 
of the two marks is below 60 per cent. 

7. Anyone expecting to be a candidate for admission on trial should forward his name and 
address for enrollment to the registrar as early in the year as possible. Studies for the ad- 
mission year will be taught at the summer school of theology. Not only are all admission 
students expected to be present, but this work is also offered to all supplies in order that they 
may become better fitted for their work whether entering the Conference later or not. 

8. Each student is required to pay annually a fee of $2.50 per year. This fee is payable 
at the Summer School of Theology, and is divided on the basis of $2.00 for the Summer School 
and 50 cents for the Board of Examiners. This fee is to be paid each year from admission 
until graduation from the course of study unless excused from studies by the vote of the 
(Jonference. 

9. Each candidate for admission on trial and for admission into full membership must 
appear before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the early days of the Conference 
session. 

10. Those local preachers desiring to take the local [)reachers course please communicate 
with the Chairman or the Registrar.

(B) GRADUATE COURSES OF STUDY. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, The need of a definite program for graduate study for men who have complete<l 
the Conference Course has been keenly felt and frequently agitaletl in our Conference and 
throughout the church at large, and 

Whereas, The General Conference Commission on Course of Study has announced plans 
for the meeting of this need, and 

Whereas, Said plans are admirable and challenging in their scope and embody many e,x- 
cellent features, such as. 
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(a) Provision, not for a uniform course for all, but for a number of briefer courses, or units 
of study, each of which would treat some single field of study (as for instance. Old and New 
Testament, Theology, History, Religious Education, Social Service, Missions, etc.), and from 
which the student could choose according to his inclination. 

(b) Arrangement for doing of one’s work in any unit by the Correspondence method, 
under the direction of an expert in the field covered by that unit, and selected bj-^ the General 
Conference Commission on Course of Study. 

(c) The possibility of graduation and of a diploma ui>on completion of any five units of 
such graduate study. 

(d) Provision for a local committee for purposes of promotion and with a secretary through 
whom the student may register. 

(e) A fee so nominal as to be within the reach of all. (An enrollment fee of two dollars 
for each course, with one dollar per year additional if the work is not completed in one year 
and a diploma fee of five dollars) and 

Whereas, The first course or unit offered, which is to be in the Gospel of John and is to be 
in charge of Prof. Rollin H. Walker of Ohio Wesleyan University, will be ready this fall, and 

Whereas, Work in such courses of study could be supplemented by an institute program 
through which all our men and not merely those taking such studies, could be immensely profitecl 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, 

(a) That we, as a Conference give our hearty endorsement and encouragement to the plan. 

(b) That we appoint the following as a committee to promote, develop and carry out the 
plan:

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PART VIII— HISTORICAL. 



MEMOIRS. 



SAMUEL JENNINGS. 

This able and devoted minister of the Gospel had his bii-th in that culture-plot 
of primitive Methodist piety, Cornwell, England, being born in the town of Colstock, 
May 16, 1856. At the early age of seventeen, he “went on the plan’' as a local 
preacher in the Wesleyan Connection. 



His adventurous soul heard the call of the western world in 1882, when he 
emigrated, entering the Newfoundland Conference, in which he travelled eight years, 

/ 
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coming to the United States in 1890, and joining the Detroit Annual Conference in 
1891, in which he served the following pastoral charges: Whitmore Lake, Ruby, 

Memphis, Oxford, Saginaw, East Grand Boulevard, Detroit, St. Clair, Perry and 
Davison. 

As a sequel of a major surgical operation during his last pastorate his faihng 
strength made it necessary for him to seek the retired relation in 1918. He moved 
with his family to Detroit and having secured a comfortable home settled down for 
a well earned rest, surrounded by his much loved library and in the neighborhood of 
[ valued friends. It was after an afternoon visit to one of these, a call in which he 
showed no abatement of mental strength or of conversational brilliancy that on his 
way home in the eventide he died suddenly in the .street, pa.ssing out of earth’s 
shadows to the eternal day. 

Samuel Jennings was a big man — ^big of body, brain and heart. With but 
modest educational opportunities, his aspiring mind urged him to the most strenuous 
self culture. 

I Intellectually he was a thoroughly modern man and had mastered the mind of 

the age. Well versed in the methods and results of the critical school, he was able 
to use them constructively to vitalize liis conceptions of religious truth. • He was 
a prodigious reader, especially in the realm of modern European history, to which 
he brought the interpretative insight of a philo.sophical mind. 

He was a socially minded man, having the deepest sympathy with the aspirations 
of the common Ilian and especially of the industrial group.

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MRS. A. F. BOURNS. 

Lucy Swift was bom in Plymouth, Michigan, June 20, 1841. She died at her 
home in Seattle, Washington, January 19, 1919, aged seventy-seven years. 

She was united in marriage with Rev. A. F. Bourns of the Detroit Conference, 
August 15, 1864. This happy union continued for about fifty-five years at which 
time it was interrupted by death, this being the first death which had occurred in 
the immediate family circle during those fifty-five years. 

Besides being a faithful worker in the church proper, her sympathies and 
activities embraced other agencies and organizations, which had for their object the 
betterment of mankind, and prominent among these organizations as she understood 
it, was the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. She is on record as having de- 
clared her belief that the work she performed in connection with the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, was the most important work of her life. Her husband 
being the pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Adrian, gave her a standing 
which enabled her to be very efficient. She was at once elected president of the local 
organization and later president of the organization of the state. 

The “Woman’s Crusade” as the movement was first called, had its origin in 
Ohio, in 1874, just across the state line from Adrian and its influence was quickly 
felt in the city of Adrian and Southern Michigan. The interest was intense from 
the start and became more so as the days passed by. One of the first benefits of 
the Crusade, was the enlistment of the women as public speakers. Until that time 
they did not know that they could speak in public. Even the Methodist women 
who had acquired a little confidence in the art of public speaking, were slow to 
exercise their gifts in that direction. Mrs. Bourns declared that the only idea she 
had about woman’s speaking in public, was associated with the class meeting. But 
the necessities of the case required more than the class meeting. 

And so it was that the women began to stand iqx>n their feet and talk. First 
the Methodist women, then the others. This one feature of the Crusade has done 
much for the efficiency of women, in the church and out of it. 

One of the questions that confronted the w'omen in the beginning, was what 
should the organization be called. “Woman’s Crusade’’ was too indefinite. 
Some wanted to call it “Woman’s Temperance Union” and others, “Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union.” Mrs. Bourns was insistent upon having the word 
Christian in the name. Others being of the same mind, it was so named. 

And the name has had a large influence in the u.sefulness of the organization. 
It was and is a Christian organization. 

A single incident in connection with the work at Adrian will show the difficul- 
ties they had to meet. One of their methods was to visit the saloons and pray with 
the keepers and ask them to give up their business. 

In one case when about a dozen of the women, led by Mrs. Bourns, went into 
a saloon, the keeper turned the key and locked them in. Here they remained for 
several hours, where they endured the gibes and curses and threats and tobacco 
smoke of the keeper and his friends, while the authorities prepared legal i)apers 
for their release. 
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Another form of religious work in which this good woman was deeply interested, 
was the cause of missions. She gladly gave of her substance and of her sympathies 
and her activities to this cause, which lay so near to her heart. She belonged to, 
and labored in, both societies, the Home and the Foreign, with equal zeal and 
pleasure. 

She held advanced views concerning the value of education for women as well 
as for men and she herself was a graduate of the High School of Ami Arbor, the State 
L^niversity not having as yet opened its doors to women. 

She held advanced views on Woman Suffrage and did what she could to promote 
it. It gave her great joy to cast her first ballot, which she did in a recent election 
in the State of Washington. 

And last, but not least, among her causes of rejoicing, was the prevalence of 
the prohibition of the liquor traffic thi-oughout the land. 

Appropriate funeral services were held January 21, from the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Seattle, under the direction of Rev. J. E. Crowther, D. D., pastor, 
who was assisted in the public exercises by Doctors George A. Landen and John O. 
Foster. The burial was in beautiful Lake View Cemetery. 

Mrs. Bourns passed from this world to the other without a struggle. Through 
the day she attended to her household duties as usual. At six o’clock she enjoyed 
her evening meal, and upon retiring indulged in her usual bath. On her way from 
her bath room to her bedroom, she halted a moment and gave her husband a “Good- 
night” kiss and went on. In the morning he went to her room to awaken her, but 
she was not there. 

She had gone: “Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch about him, 

And lies down to pleasant dreams.” 

Under a little mound in the cemetery at Seattle, Washington, she sleeps well. 
“Blessed are the dead 
. Who die in the Lord.”
